| go to to the umbalo, but the Queen would 
send her back and say she was mine and 
{ had to deal with her. I told herMajesty 
that it was very wicked to buy or sell men 
or women and that 1 could not have a 
slave around me, but Cisanga was my 
servant and | would pay her wages (cloth) 
and when she was dissatisfied she could 
go. I would not keep anyone who cid 
not wantto stay. I am much encour- 
aged with her and she seema very happy 
here. I long for the days when she will 
be saved for I believe that God will might- 
ly use her to proclaim the gospel of good 
tidings to her poor heathen sisters. She 
can poach eggs, cook our vegetables acd 
meat, if we have any, and make steam 
oaves of bread. To-day | was trying to 
teach her to make manico starch pudding. 
She seoms very anxious to learn and is 
ery pleased if she has done it right. My 
other girl, Mbuza, is a bright happy child. 
She can pound the corn to make our meal 
for the porridge very well, set the table, 
wash the dishes, etc. When | had the 
fever she would bathe my head with cold 
water and I would say now Mbuza. you 
are tired run away, but she would quickly 
assure me she was not, and rub away until 
any grown person would be fatigued. If 
one of us is sick they all go around very 
quietly and ask very often if we are better, 
and if we cannot say they shake ther 
heads and say “* Raciwako” it is not good.

John Bell, Q.C., 
solicitor for the Grand Trunk, says there 
is no intention of removing the shops 
from Belleville and he 18 probably in a 
better position to know than any other 
otticial conneeied with the Grand Trunk. 

A writerin the Kingston News last 
night says : 

“While giving Mr. Murphy credit for 
the utmost public spirit and desire to im- 
prove the condition of the city, I do not 
consider his recent communications with 
the Grand ‘Trunk an advisable mode of 
Cealing with the matter. Last year the 
corporation and the board of trade had an 
interview with Siw Henry Tyler and Mr, 
Searyeant, and were then told taat the 
question would not be takea up until atter 
the completion of the doubletrack between 
Montreal and Toronto. The double track 
1s now completed from Montreal to Sidney 
with the distance from there to Cobourg 
nearly finished ; but it seems doubtful from 
the progress cf the work whether it wil! be 
completed to Toronto during next year. 

For individuals, in the meantime, in 
their private capacity, to keep pressing 
the matter will naturally cause the Grand 
Trunk authorities to think that the people 
here are filled with a consuming desire, 
and are prepared to,rant.almost anything; 
and wiil increase the amount of the de- 
mand if the proposit.on should be enter- 
tained. The Grand Trunk will certaialy 
not make the change, unless they finc itin 
their interest to do so ; and if they do the 
matter like any other has to be judged on 
its merits, The population it will bring, 
the cost of the work and the proportion 
the city should assume, are all necessary 
ingredients. To prematurely keep giving 
ourselves away, does notseemto me a 
business-l)ke proceeding.”

BRAIN POWER. 


The Wonderful Intellect Accompanying 

One of the Lightest of Human Brains. 

Dr. Elizabeth Gurrett Anderson, an Eng- 
lish woman, in arguing the question of 
“sex in education,” accepts for the sake of 
argument the assertionthat allowing for 
the difference in bodily size of the aver 
woman and the average man it will still 
found that the woman’sbrain is the smaller, 


But Dr, Anderson thinks that the evidence | 


in support of the assertion is strangely in- 
conclusive, for the average women does not 
have her brain weighed at all. She dies 
comfortably in her own bed and is duly 
buried with her skull intact. The women 
whose brains Dr, Crichton Browne has been 
able to weigh ond examine belong almost 
exclusively to the poorest class. hey are 
woinen whom poverty has driven to die 


among the cold comforts of workhouse or } 


hospital, and whose friends, if they had any, 
ave vareless to claim their bodies. To gen- 
eralize about all women and men from an 
examination of the brains of a few individu- 
als belonging to this poorest and least in- 
ee classes socms distinotly nnscien- 
tific. 

‘There isa further assumption that the 
power of the brain is necessarily propor- 
tional to the size of the brain. this as- 
sumption sounds plausible, but that is the 
moat that can be claimed for it. There is 
absolutely no proof that small brain im- 
plies intellectual weakness, And indeed 
there can be no proof. In order to ascer; 
tain the intellectual strength of any indj- 
viduals it is necessary to ol ‘ve them for 
a considerable part of a lifetime, and 
above all for that part of their lives when 
they are in the fullest health. But obvi- 
ously it ia impossible for a doctor to make 
a practice of watching his healthy neigh- 
bors in order to ascertain their brain 
power, and then the moment they are dead 
ponncs upon their skulls to weigh the 
contents. 

In one famous case something analogous 
to this was done with the most remarkable 
results. ‘I'he brain of Sir Isaac Newton, 
who, as his epitaph tells, “tin intellectual 
power, surpassed the human raco,” was 
weighed and the scales showed that it was 
one of the lightest that had ever been 
found within a human skull. Conse- 
quently when medical men assert that 
women's brains are less than men’s, and 
infer « proportional inferiority of intellect, 
the first answer is that neithor the assertion 
nor the influence is supported by sufficlent 
evidence. ° ; 

Dr. Anderson also ingeniously suggests 
that if men’s brains are bigger it maybe 
because women’s brain's are used less. ‘This 
completely inverts the argument, Instead 
of asserting that women cannot do intellec- 
tual work because their brains are too small 
wo may paced well argue that women’s 
brains are small because they do too little 
intellectual work. 


How to Catch Cholera. 

A New York physician of experionce has 
prepared some simple rules for catchin, 
cholera, which have been epitomized as fol 
lows: 

1, Debilitate yourself. 

2) Spoil your digestion. 

3. Find the live germ and swallow it. 

Then you may acquire cholera ; but re- 
member that you may even yet fail, and 
thoue who fail have no resource but to die 
of cholera fright. 

There may be a tinge of cynicism in this 
»rescription, but it iibawiee reveals a pro- 
foaed nowledge of the wayward trait in 
human nature which recently drew gapin, 
throngs to the front of a house in New ¥ ore 
from which o cholera ‘‘auspect’’ was being 
removed, and which, ina milder form, im- 
ee persons who ordinarily do not care to 
eel paint to put their fingers to it if there 
be indications that it may have been freshly 
applied. It ix a touch of nature—perverse 
human nature in both cases—ond the New 
York doctor's novel hit at it may point a 
sharper moral than if it had beon offered in 
conventional form,

BHWAGH DISPOSAL 


The City Counci’ Should Have 
Mado of the City 

All citizens having an interest in the 
future of our city agree that a better dis- 
posal of sewage matter is a. question of 
much importance. The financial con- 
dition of the city may not justify the as- 
sumption of much responsibility at present 
but itis always necessary to mak prelim- 
inary arrangements to determine cost, 
system of construction, eto. In the first 
place a competent enginéer.-—one who 
has had experience of a practical nature, 
must be employed tomake surveys and 
ascertain the most feasible and less ex- 
pensive plan to pursue, His report to 
the council would form a basis for future 
operations, and furnish information that 
would enable the civic authorities to esti- 
mate the nature of the work to be under- 
taken, The ONTARIO has suggested that 
Mr. W. J, Smith, who bas charge of the 
public works at the Institution, and whe 
has an enviable reputatiqn as a_ practical 
engineer, should be employed to make a 
preliminary survey of the city for sewage 
purposes, and report his conclusions, His 
aame'has been mentioned at the council 
meetings, and a number of influential citi- 
zens are anxious to have him do the work. 
The city of Toronto is at present agitated 
over an important sewage system and 
many propositions have been submitted 
for the consideration of the authcrities.

Smiru’s Fatus, Ont., Ost. 12.—The 
whole couatry wround here is in « terrible 
stato of oxcitement over the Lucky tragedy, 
and crowds of people still continuo to visit 
tite ruins of the house and linger over them 
with @ morbid desire to glean something in 
the way of particulars evon more horrible 
than they aro already in ponsonsion of, fhe 
theory of a double murder and suicide ie 
not accopted by inany, and while a great 
many different stories are being circulated 
as to the manner in which the parties met 
their cruel death there is no doubt bat 
that the man now confined in Smith's Fallo 
jail in the guilty party, the sluyor of his 
fathor, stepmother and sister. 

A newspaper correspondent drove to the 
seene uf tho affair and interviewed 
™ number of — farmorn regarding 
the murder and suicide Uhwory, aud from 
information received it is plain that the 
prisoner had a standing geudge againet the 
fathor; that he came down from Toronto on 
Priday night and walked out to Newbl 4, 
that he hid in the woods until a convenient 
Sime arrived and then stole in upon the un- 
Suspocting relatives and killed them, atter- 
wards sotting fire to the house to cover his 
diabolical crime, He is supposed then to 
have hidden in the woods until nightfall, as 
he was inet on the Smith's Falls road about 

So'clock by Farmer. Poquet, as stated in 
yosterday's despatches, ‘That the prisoner 
was ot loggerheads with his father is well- 
known, and being of o surly; revengeful 
disposition, he uo doubt brooded over 
his wrongs while in confinement, 
and being released immediately pro- 
coeded to put his vicious thoughts into 
action, He is atrong, sturdy man and it 
would be no task for him to make away 
with his parents and sister, 

It is supposed thut he watched the father 
leave the house in the morning and later 
the sis er, He thon entered the house and 
slew his stepmother and waited for the re- 
turn of his sister, who was visiting a few 
rods froin the fated house. On her return 
he would be ablo to despatch her with ease, 
and her teeth being tound in the yard makes 
this theory probable, Lastly the aged 
father met the same fate, and fastening the 
doors and windows the inhuman monater set 
fire to the house and secreted himaelf in 
the woods until night time.

THE MODERNZ=DINNER. 
Is It Based Upon Rules of Right Reason 
and Common Sense? 

The article on ‘The Art of Dinioks 
which appears in the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century from the pen of Colonel 
Kenney: Herbert contains many interestin; 
suggestions, The writer treats mainly o} 
the formal or elaborate dinner, and finds 
much to condemn in the profuse and osten- 
tatious style now widely prevailing. He is 
for simplicity, and lays down as sufficient 
for all purposes the following menu: 

A soup, @ piece of fish, areleve, an entree, 
a roast Vira an entremet de legume, a 
sweet entremet, a savory morsel and dessert. 

The important part in this arrangement 
is the place of the releve after the fish and 
before the entree. There can be little doubt 
about that, contrary to current custom, 
this is the natural order of things. The re- 
leve is the principal item in the repast and 
should not be later than third on the list, 
The dinner begins with soup, because, 
{f wearied by fatigue or long fasting, noth- 
ing is 80 quickly absor' or so readily 
excites the digestive powers as a 
small quantity of warm meat essence, 
such asare the best soups. Fish follows, 
not of necessity, but because it is a light 
and wholesome article of diet, which from 
its comparative absence of flavor could not 
be relished after the more savory meats. 
At this poiut it is obvious that the princi- 
pal item of the meal should be served, and 
the interpolation of a trumpery entree is (if 
we carefully interpret our needs) really an 
obyiously unnatural arrangement. Onthe 
other hand,when the arpa has been fair- 
ly satisfied with the substantial releve, there 
is much to be said for following it with a 
delicate rnd attractive entree. The roast 
fowl. yegetables, swects and dessert 
scem, on the whole, a natural arrangement, 
which it would be impossible to improve up- 
on,

Nracara Farts, Oct, 13,—As Clifford 
paar prentoronte boy, mba but re- 
cently ie his a) coas ae high wire 
walker, left the Figin House thie after- 
noon on his way to the cable on which he 
wos to cross the Niagara gorge, he was 
asked by a reporter how he was feel- 
ing, “Feeling,” replied the young fel- 
low, ‘‘why I never felt better in my life, 
aud if this wind doesn’t prove too trouble- 
some I'm going to five you a good per- 
formance.” He looked fit, and was in th 
very best of humor, laughing and chatting 
morrily with the crowd of friends by whom 
Be was accompanied from the hotel to the 
wire, 

‘The latter, a new one purchased for the 
occasion, and measuring in length 1000 feet, 
was stretched near the Suspension Brid, 
It had been put up by Peer, the man who 
some years ago assisted his father to sus- 
pend the rope upon which Blondin made his 
great walk, and who also put up the cablo 
on which the late 8. J. Dixon crossed the 


soon as he reached the wire young 
Calverley received hearty ovation from 
the large crowd of spectators who had gath- 
ered on the bridge and on either sidé of the 
river, 

Throwing off his overcoat he appeared 
attired in blue tights, pink trunks, collar 
and cuffs, trimmed with silver lace, and 
wore a cloth peaked cap. 

After casting a hasty glance at the seve- 
ral guy ropes this daring young athlete, 
who but three or four months ago was prac- 
tising rope-walking on a thin cord in a gar-

Jackson of 
Toronto, and the announcement that he in- 
tended to lower the 124 minute record was 
received with loud cheering. y 

Calverley started off at a rattling pace, 
lowering down towards the centre of the 
rope, which swayed considerably. The 
walk was accomplished in breathless 
silence, and when hoe reached the 
American side in 6 minutes 8 seconds 
a mighty cheer went up, which was re- 
peated as he again appeared on the wire to 

o through a variety clover tricks, He 
laid down, knolt, balanced his pole on his 
right foot, performed the frog walk back- 
wards aa well as forward, stepped ovor bis 
balancing pole, carrying it for a long dis- 
tance behind him, H» then hung by his 
knoos, and then amid tremendous cheers he 
made his celebrated dive, suspending head 
downwards over the boiling gorge. 

When he left the ro for 
the Inst time the cheering from both 
nides of the river and from the bridge, 
which was crowded, was deafening, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that ho suc- 
ceeded in reaching his hotel.

The doctor in the hospital, who attended , 
the pationt when she was brought to the | 
institution, says tnat sho was received at 
about 2 o'vlock iy the morning. She was 
attired in a hancds: id stylish evening 
dress when she was curried in, He at once 
made an examination and found that she had 
been ahot in the abdomen and thavshe was 
in a yery critical condition. 

Everything possible was done to save her 
life, but in spite of all care and attention 
she died from her injurics after lingering in 
(pain for 16 hours. 

Herresl name was Abicrs and sho was 0 
native of Jersey, She had a daughter 17 
years of ago. 


HARDIE AND THE PREACHERS. 


A Socialist Tells Gougrogational Ministers 
What He Thinks of Thom, 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—Mr, Keir Hardie, the 
labor member of Parliament, who it is said 
owed his election to Mr, Andrew Carnogie's 
liberal contribution to his campaign ex- 
penses, and who created a ssene by coming 
to the House in a band wagon and wearing 
adirty skullcap during the session, has 
again brought himself into notoriety. At 
the opening of the autumnal assembly of 
the Congrecctions! Union at Bedford the 
Rev. Dr. Leach, in the course of a discus- 
sion on the subject of the relations of the 
Church to labor problems, said that he had 
heard Mr. Hardie, lecturing in a chapel, 
declare that Christianity was dead and 
that he was glad of it. At this point 
in Dr. Leach’s address, Mr, Hardie, 
who was in the gallery, uroso and 
interrupted the speaker with a demand to 
be allowed to say a word in his own defence, 
Without awaiting definite permission Mr, 
Hardie climbed nimbly down from his seat 
and gained the platform, By this time 
there was an uproar in the audionce, cheers 
being mingled pretty equally with hisses at 
the action of the intruder. Order 
was soon restored, however, the 
efforts of the chairman in that direction 
being sided by the genoral dosiro to hear 
what the bold and unconventional labor 
representative had to say. Mr, Hardie 
started ovt by correcting Dr. Lvach's ver- 

ion of what he had aida the chapel ser- 
mon. He stated that ho had not thanked 
God that Christianity was dead, but that 
what bad at ono time passed as Christianity 
was dead. He rejoiced that the Christian- 
ity of the schools was dofunct, He 
thanked God that the Christianity of Christ 
wascoming to the front. Having made 
this explanation, Mr. Hardie, shaking his 
fist energetically sowards his audience of 
miniaters, shouted: ‘You of the old school, 
preach only to respectability in your 
churches. You forget the writhing, sufter- 
ing humanity outeide,” (Cries of ‘No, no,” 
and uproar.) ‘The men and women of the 
slums,” continued Mr, Hardie, “are being 
driven to hell and you lend them no helping 
hand.” This was too inuch for the parsons, 
and with one accord they arose and shouted 
out a protest against such a charge. Mr. 
Hardie tried to regain a hearing,but in vain, 
The curiosity of the meoting had been fully 
satisfied, and the labor agitator was obliged 
to retire,

His lordship in his charge to the grand 
jury stated that the business which would 
some before them this time was by no 
means light. Cases of the highest gravity 
would be brought under their considera- 
j tion, His lordship defined the difference 
between murder and qmanslaughter. In 
| the crime of murder there must be malice 
! aforethought, while that of manslaughter 
was Wherea man was killed by another 
unintentionally. ‘The crime of rape was 
where a man had carnal knowledge of a 
woman against her will, In the ovent of 
her yielding for fear of death the crime 
would still be rape, Rape was a crime 
easily laid, but one hard to prove. There 
would also come before their considera- 
tion the crime of perjury. This was an 
offense against the administration of jus- 
tioe. The object of perjury was to obstruct 
the course of justice, 1t was where a man 
under oath wilfully and deliberately made 
a false statement, In conclusion his 
lordship said it would be their duty to 
visit the county jail and other 1ostituvions 
supported in part or in whole out of public 

funds. 

Phe first caso taken up was that of 
Gabourie vs. Moore, a civil suit for the 
recover of certain borrowed monies am- 
ounting in allto $400, The plaintiff is 
Annie Gabourie, living in the village of 
Tweed, She loaned several sums of 
money to a Mr, Campbell of Tweed, who 
died in the meantime. §.

Loxpon, Oct, 19.—The Neill caso excites 
the moat intense interost and the court 
room was crowded, many of the audience 
being young women of the class to which 
the alleged victiins of Neill belonged 

Lord Mayor Evans and the 
London sat on the bench beside Justice 
Hawkins. Scattered here and there about 
the court room were a nuinber of fiw) 
bly dreased ladies, who were ovideutly 
attracted to the scene by morbid curiosity. 
As Noilluatin the dock it was seou that 
his beard and mustache had grown abund: 
antly, greatly improving bis appearance; 
but his taco, nevertheloss, betrayed an w 
healthy paleness, This muy, however, 
have boen due in a great measure to his 
confinement while awaiting trial. 

Aw vho trial proceeded w slight nervous 
twitching was discernible at the corners of 
his mouth, He wore colored glassos, 
When he pleaded to the indictment his 
voive betrayed no tremulousuess, his tone 
being clear and firm. Hin churacteriatic 
cvolness was shown when, after saying that 
he was not guilty, he moved the chair 1 
whieh be had been sitting in the middlo of 
the dock to the ond, where he sat down 
without waiting for the judge's permission. 
The angle of the dock and the back of the 
ohair made a comfortable corner, and hore 
Neill oat listening intently to Sir Charles 
Russell's speech, all tho while shading his 
eyes with hand. 

Sir Charles said he did not think 
there was sufficient evidence to connect 
Neill with the murder of the Donworth 
girl, who had been found in o dying condi- 
tion in Waterloo-road. But in justice to 
the prisoner the facts relating to this case 
so fur as known would be stated. 

Sir Charles said that among the witnesses 
for the prosecution were two girls named 
Mustors and Muy who saw Neill enter the 
lodgings occupied by the Clover girl. They 
knew ill so well that the jury would 
have no doubt on hearing their evidence that 
th re was no room to dispute his complete 
identification, 

Neill, who followed the Clover girl into 
her room, left the house later in the even- 
ing, but he (Sir Charles) wished to say 
that there was no direet evidence that they 
met again that evening. The girl left the 
house also, wud returned at 3 o'clock the 
next morning, when she died. 

Sir Charles added that he wished to em- 
phasize tho fact that Neill asked his land- 
lady's daughter to ascertain if the Clover

A Witness frem scotinnd Yard. 
_ Sergoant Patrick McIntyre of the crim- 
inwl investigation departinent, Scotland 
Yard, was the next witness examined. He

at St, Thomas’ Hospital. He stated that 
ho bad been to Dublin, and had afterwards 
gous to America, MelIntyre met him on 
Vestminster Bridge on May 19 and suid: 
“Good morning, doctor, How are you get- 
ting ont” 

He replied: “I have been troubled with 
detectives following me the last two or 
three days,” 

After some general conversation Mo- 
Intyre asked him if there was any reason 
why detectives should follow him. He re- 
plied that the only reason he knew was 
that he happened to haye some improper 
pliclogee nls about him. He asked Me- 

ntyreif he would make enquiries and 
ascertain why he was being watched. 
McIntyre told him he would do so. Neill 
told McIntyre that be had on the previous 
evening met # woman on the Westminster 
bridge road, and that she told him that the 
police had sent her to make his acquaint- 
ance and find out who he was, as they be- 
lieved he was connected with the Stam- 
ford-street poisoning case. That was 
the last reference to the affai Neill said 
that about » month before the last inquest 
on Marsh and Shrivell he met » man as he 
was leaving his lodgings in the morning, 
who introduced hinself as a deteciive and 
said his name was Murray. This man 
questioned him as to his knowledge of Har- 
per and his associations with women. He 
said the man Murray produced the, letters 
addressed to the girls Shrivell and Marsh 
at Stumford-street. The letters, he said, 
warned the girls to be careful of Dr. Har- 
per or he would poison them, as he had 
done the girls Clover and Harvey. 

Neill loaned him photograph of youn, 
Dr. Harper. McIntyre told Neill he he 
been requested to obtain specimens of his 
handwriting, and at his dictation he wrote 
a number of words They» afterwards 
talked over the Stamford-strew case, After 
some further discussion MclIutyre said: 
“Dovtor, you seem to be pretty well ac- 
quaintea with this matter.” Hoe said: 
“Yes, I have followed is closely im The 
British Medical Journal.” McIntyre met 
Neill at another tine af the corner of a 
street in the Westminster Bridge-road. He 
said he was going away at 3 o'clock 
und asked if he would be arrested if he left 
London, McIutyre told him lie could not 
say, but if he would walk with bim to Scot- 
lund Yard he would muke enquiries, They 
wulkod some distance over the bridge,when 
Neill stopped and said: “Lam yery suspi- 
cious of you, aud will go no further, I be- 
lieve you ure playing me double. You sent 
u Woman to meet me at The British Medical 
Journal office.” MecTutyre aaid he bad not 
done so, Neill asked MeIntyre to return 
the photograph of Dr. Hurper and promised 
to nieot hin ata public house in the Weat- 
minster Bridge-roud, but failed to appoar, 

Sho Was Engaged to Neill, 


Laura Sabbatina, who was engaged to 
marry Neill, was called, It was readily 
soon that her affection for Neill had not 
been killed by the hideous charge made 
ogainat him, She gaye her testimony ina 
low, faltering voive, which gre’ 
her evidence proceeded, vr evidence wus 
similar to that given at the preliniinary 
hearing. 

A Polloe Inspector Testifies, 


Inspector Harvey of the criminal inves- 
tigation department testified as follows: I 
have Lad charge ot the investigation into 
the matters relating to the deaths of Ellon 
Dodworth, Alice J Marah, Emma Shrivell 
and Matilda Clover, The first I knew of 
Matilda Clover being poisaned was on April 
28, Twent to 88 Lumnbeth-road and took 
down « statement, and from subsequent in- 
quiries luid statomouts before the Trea: 
sury, and an order for tho exhuma: 
tion of the body of Matilda Clover 
was made, Tlie police did — not 
know what was the cause of her death 
until after Dr. Stephenson reported, In- 
pector Harvey was asked if unyone could 
have known that Matilde Clover died from 
poisoning except the one who poisoned her. 

Ho repliod: ‘* No, certainly no 
was present when Inypector ‘Toubridge 
arrested Neill on a charge of sonding letters 
containing threats to Dr, Harper. I did 
not know of the letter to Dr, Broadbent till 
aftor the arrest of Neill.” 

Inspector Tonbridge gave evidence cor- 
roborating the testimony of the previous 
witnosn and giving details of the facta that 
lod to tho arrest of Neill.

AMEND TAB BY-LAW, 


The by-law which was rejected by the 
by-law committee of the city coancil, under 
which it was proposed to allow the business 
men a space of eighteen inches on the side- 
walk for the display of their goods and mrer- 
chandise should be passed by the council 
over the veto of the ecommittec. Surely if 
Toronto and other large centres of popula- 
tion, where traffic is twenty times greater 
than in olleville, recognizes the justice and 
reasonableness of this privilego to their 
merchants, then there can by no reason why 

our merchants should not eujoy a like privi- 
loge. The request is a reasonable ono and 
jt is in the interest cf the citizens as a whole 
for what is beneticial to the merchants must 
certainly be benefic’al to our city. As the 
by-law stands now, no butcher is allowed to 
bang a quarter of beef on the front of his 
shop, no fruiter is allowed to display his 
perishable goods which is sold in greater 
quantities by display than they would be 
otherwise, In short, no merchant of any 
description is allowed to hang gooda on the 
front of his store, that projects over the sid>- 
walk one inch. To enforce such a law would 
be not only prosecution, but persecution, 
therefere the ONTARIO strongly urges the 
council to pass the amendment over the 
veto of the committee and we will endorse 
them in their action. The ipterest of our 
city demands that no merchant should be 
needlessly hampered, and we could give 
many reasons why their request should be 
granted, but they are so apparent that we 
trust the council will reognize them and not 


hesitate to amend the by-law.

Tho majority of cases are among pupils 
below the third book and none, ReeTAvE 
developed in the fifth book. 

Medigul Health Officer Allen said that 
the average number of cases of diphtheria 
per month last year was from 7 to 15. In 
July of this year they had got tho number 
of cases down to seven, but from the way 
causes wore coming in now there would be 
over 200 thi month. So far this month 
there had been 23 deaths, Last inonth the 
deaths were nine, He said that in the 
eastern and western parts of the city there 
was scarcely m case of diphtheria, They 
wore centralized in the north central por- 
titra. 

Dr. Bryce moved a resolution, to be 
printed aud publicly circulated, embodying 
these suggestions: 


Inspection of the plumbing and surround- 
ings of schools; 

‘The daily medical inspection of thronta of 
school chiliren during the preseut outbreak; 

Tho daily visitation of bouses from whielr 
children uffected with the di-ease bave come, 
or from which pupils are absent; 

Closing of all affected school-rooms aud 
having the same weekly disinfected; 

Notifying Suuduy-school superintendents 
of familios in which diphtheria has been 
found; 

Invariable jsolation of patients under 
closest scrutiny; 

Affected pationts, or children in the home 
ju which the disease bas nppeared, to be 
kept from school for 40 days from the ap 
pearancg of the disease;

Mr, Denald Mason of Hamilton Kilis

He was born in this city, being the 
son of William Manson, who lived for many 
years iu Walnut-street, The deceased was 
tu member of the firm of Manson & Hill, 
grocers, Jobn-street, for eight or ten years, 
and after that firm was dissolved he went 
into partnership with 8, 8S. Ryckman, with 
whom he continued in business for five 
years. In 1890 that firm was dissolved 
and Mr. Manson retired from business, 
having amassed a fortune of $40,000 or 
$50,000. The deceased loaves a widow and 
four children; also a sister, Mrs. John 
Milne of this city, and a brother, William 
Manson, manager of the Bank of Com- 
merce at Peterboro.

The rocks on 
Mount Sinai are basalt and very hard stone. 
Do you imagine it was a chisel that out the 
ten commandments in that basalt?

in Rxodua we read that the tables of stone 
were “written with the finger of God.” 
Christ says that He cast out devils 
with “the finger of God.” The onl 


instance that Christ wrote «a word, 
He wrote not with pen on parch- 
ment, but with His finger on the ground, 


Yet though so soldom reference is made 
in the Bible to a part of God’s hand, if you 
and I keep our eyes open and our heart 
right, we will be compelled often to cry out, 
“his is the finger of God.” It is my in- 
tention before long to begin a series of ner- 
mons on the Aatronomy of the Bible, or 
God among the Stara; the Ornithology of 
the Bible, or God among the Birds;\ the 
Pomology of the Bible, or God among the 
Orchards; the Ichthyology of the Bib! + or 
God among the Fishes ; the Geology of the 
Bible, or God among the Rocks; the 
Waters of the Bible, or God among the 
Seas; the Zoology of the Bible, or God 
among the Beasts; the Precious Stones of 
the Bible, or God among the Amethyst ; 
the Conchology of th= "" "a, or God amon, 
the Shells ; th ne Bible, or G, 
among the Flo, .-, ene Chronology of the 
Bible, or God among the Centuries, and I 
‘want this coming winter to get you and get 
anyself into the habit of secing the finger of 
God everywhere and in everything ; bat 
this morning I want to induce you to look 
for the finger of God in your personal 
affairs. | ae 

For much that concerns us we have no 
responsibility, and we need not make ap- 
Realian sha Lord for direction. Wo are not 
responsible for most of our surroundings. 
We are not responsible for the country of 
our birth, nor for whether wo are Ameri- 
cans, or Norwegians, or Scotchmen, or 
Irishmen, or Englishmen, We are not re- 
sponsible for the age in which we live. 
We are not responsible for our tempera- 
ment, be it nervous or phlegmatie, bilious 
or sanguine, We are not respousible for 
our features, be they homely or beautiful. 
We are not responsible for the height or 
sinallness of our stature, We are not re- 
sponsible for the fact that we are mentally 
dull or brilliant, For the most of our en- 
vironments we have no more responsibility 
than we have for the mollusks at the 
bottom of the Atlantio Ocean. Oh, I am 
so glad that there ‘are about {five hundred 
thousand things that we are not respon- 
sible for. Do not blame us for being in 
our manner cold as an iceberg, or nervous 
aos a cat amid a pack of Fourth of July 
re-crackers. If you are determined to 
blame somebody, blame our grest-grand- 
fathers or ‘eat-grandmothers, who died 
before the volutionary War, and who 
may have had habits depressing and ruin- 
ous. There are wrong things about us all, 
which make me think that one hundred 
and fifty years ago there was some terrible 
crank in our ancestral line. Realize that, 
and it will be a relief semi-infinite. Let us 
take ourselves as we are this moment, and 
then ask ‘‘which way?” Get all the direo- 
tion you can from careful and constant study 
of tho Bible, and then look up and logk ont 
and look around, and see if you can find the 
finger of God. 

A most interesting, as well as a most use- 
ful, atudy is to watch the pointing of the 
finger of God. In the Seventeenth Century 
South Carolina was yielding resin and tur- 
pentine and tar as her chief productions.

Can you not seo the fin- 
ger of God in that incident? Rev. John 

‘lotcher, of England, many will know, waa 
one of the moat usoful ministers of tho Gospel 
who ever preached. Before conversion he 
joined the army und had bought bis ticket 
on the ship for South America. The inorn- 
ing he was to sail someone spilled on him a 
kettle of water, and he was wo scalded he 
could not go. He was very much disap- 
pointed, but the ship he was going to sail on 
went out and was never heard of again. 
Who can doubt that God was arranging the 
life of John Flotchor ? Was it merely acci- 
dental that Richard Rodda, a Cornish min- 
er, who was on his knees praying, remained 
unhurt, though heavy atones fell before him 
and behind him, and on cither side of him, 
and another fell on the top of these so as to 
make & roof over him?

“AN OVERLOOKED STEM OF- EXPENSE. 


The Expense Connected With the Wagon 
‘Transportation of Farm Products, 

The wagon transportation of farm pro- 
ducts is a groater itom of expense than their 
transportation by other means, It costs 
more to carry products from the tarm to 
the railway station, or steamboat landing, 
than thoir transportation costs thereafter, 
During the last census year American rail- 
ways carried 636 million tons of freight un 
average distance of 108 miles at ou average 
charge somewhat less than one cent for 
moving one ton one mile. In the samo year 
over 53 million tous of freight were curried 
on the Great Lukes an uverage distance of 
289 miles at on average charge of about 
one-tenth of # cent for moving one ton one 
mile. 

There are no statistica of the distance 
agricultural products are vonveyed 
wagon, or tho cost of such transportation, 
Tu some states farm products must be haul- 
ed by wagon 20 and even 30 miles, and even 
in Ilinois, which has a greater railway 
mileaye than any other state in the union, 
there are three counties that have not a 
tile of railway within their borders. It has 
been caloulated that wagon transportation 
costs at least 25 cents per ton per mile. 
Now 2,500 pounds is a good wagon load on 
en earth road in its best condition. 
To haul this lowak to the railway 
station, or steamboat landing, 15 miles 
distant and return, is a good day’s work 
fora man and two horses, and nearly al- 
ways the farmer making this trip returns 
with his wagon nearly, or quite, empty. 
Under such favorable conditious, trans- 
portation by wagon costs 10 to 15 cents per 


tona mile. But oftener the dirt highway } 


is in such condition that not more than 
1,000 or 1,500 pounds can be hauled ; not 
infrequently the wagon itself is all that the 
team can drag through the mud. Allow- 
ance being made for small loads when tho 
condition of the dirt highway does not ad- 
iit of full loads being hauled, and is it not 


too high an estimate of the average cost of 
Wagon transportation? But it will cer- 
tainly be safe to say that the avorage cost 
is eat 16 cents per ton per mile, compared 
to ubout one cent by rail and one-tenth of a 
cent by water. 

A very large part of our agricultural pro- 
ducts, grains, as well as meats—perhaps 
more than one-half of our perishable vege- 
tables, small fruits, poultry, and dairy 

roducts—is brought to the customer solely 

y wagon. The larger part of the food 
consumption of man and beast in our vil- 
lages, towns and smaller citi brought by 
wagon, without the intervention of the rail- 
way, from the farm to tho consumer. It 
would appear that of the farm products 
transported by horse power, scarcely one- 
half is transported by rail or water; while 
practically all farm products srensnorled by 
steam or wind are transported by horse 
also, This being true, is it not true that 
wagon transportation of our farm products 
costs twice as much as the remainder of 
their transportation to the consumer? 

The great magnitude and importance of 
wogon transportation is not generally com- 
prehended. Farmers have not realized that 
to get farm products to railway or vessel 
codts more than all their after trausporta- 
tion, and hence are often indifferent to the 
means of wagon transportation, being con- 
tent with miserable highways. Every offort 
has been made to promote railroads at tho 
expense of wagon roads. And though econ- 
omies will sill further reduce freight rates 
by rail or water, how much greater ia tho 
margin for savings in wagon transportation 
by means of better roads. So long as wagon 
transportation costa twenty times as much 
ns rail transportation, and soventy times as 
much as water transportation, the first 
named offera the most promising field for 
economy, Farmers have only to closely 
consider those and other points involved tu 
find an affirmative answer to the question, 
Will good roads pay t 

Another aspect of the case is ably treat- 
ed in tho Contra Costa system of naming 
and numbering country roads, a description 
of which is so prominent a feature of the 
current number of this magazine. Indeed, 
we regard the adoption of this system of 
naming roads and numbering them a most 
important step toward securing botter 
roads, The Contra Costa system causes 
residents to take more pride in their loca- 
tion, and thus indirectly but nono the leas 
forcibly stimulates them to keep tho 
roadway in good repair. This means 
a constantly heightening standard of 
road management, ‘The beauty of 
tho Contra Coata system is that it con be 
put into operatic rywhere with practi- 
cally no expense, thus paving the way for 
better roads in an economical, but nono the 
leas offective manner, The farmor is the 
last man in the country who should object 
to the naming, numbering and permanent 
improvement of country roads, although we 
admit that the fairost method of dividing 
tho exponse of building and maiiitaining 
such roads is on open question.—Amorican

There arrived at the Windsor this morn- 
ing, says the Star, a gentleman, whose 
presence in Montreal; will create more 
stir among Canadian Zfinanciers and rajl- 
way investors than that of Sir Henry 
Tylor, or, perhaps any other railroad of 
the day. This noted, but as yet unnotic- 
ed man, is Mr. W.8, Jefiries,of Ipswich, 
England, one of the Jargest holders of 
stock an | debentures in the Grand Trunk 
Railway. Mr. Jeffries’ mission to Canada 
is of first importanee, because it may lead 
to changes of the most radical nature in 
the policy of the Company and_ possibly 
the personnel of the mauagemont, 

Interviewed by a Star reporter Mr 
Jeftries said he had come to Canada to 
make a thorough examination of the ex~ 
isting conditions and management of the 
road with a view of ossaying whatever 
reforms may be needed, even though they 
be the most drastic, Yet he docs not 
come in a boasting, implacable mood, for 
he is a personal friend of Sir Henry Tyler, 
and he isone of the most aflable and 
courteous of men, Nevertheless he is 
frank and outspoken in his criticism of the 
Company's men and methods, and he is 
determined to satisfy himselfas to the 
justice of the complaints made by a large 
section of the strongest shareholders. 

“Sir Henry Tyler is a personal friend of 
mine,” said he, to-day, “and I admire 
him very much, but he can be dogmatic 
and diffloult to understand when he 
chooses, I remember the first time I 
ventured to oppose him at.a meeting of 
shareholders. He tried then to crush me 
in the bud, but 1 said: ‘Sir Henry I don't 
care that (snapping his fingers) for you.
